Varsity Library 
Is Overcrowded 

Circulation Increased 
By Eighty Percent 
Over Precedbg Year 

Toronto, January 30.— (C.U.P.)— 
A record registration at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto Library has in- 
creased circulation by 80% over 
last year, it was reported in the 
Varsity recently. Reading rooms 
are Jampacked, and 10,000 books 
annually, are being placed in stor- 
age to make room for the flood of 
accessions. 

A dally average of 1800 volumes 
is circulated at this library. Since 
each book is handled twice, when 
taken out and when returned a 
total of 3,600 volumes, cross the 
counter daily. 

Space rwervcd for the card cata- 
logue has been exhausted and no 
more is available. The. ordering de- 
partment, has outgrown'.' its rooms, 
and it has no, more space in which 
to expand. i- ^i^j^. 

The librarian, in a statement to 
the Varsity, mentioned the casé of 
a blind veteran who needed a 
study room in which a companion 
could rea,d to him. The only avail- 
able space was in the basement. 

Main 'needs in- the library arc 
more reading vroom space and 
larger ^ cta^to provide for present 
and future -needs. 

The library situation is some- 
what similar here at McGill. Stu- 
dents who come into the library 
between lectures ■ have often Jiad 
to walk out again immediately be- 
causo^of the lack of reading room 
space, -and others have crowded 
Into the small alcove's. - .

Of Dr.ILF.Ward 

Large Body Attends 
Meeting Sponsored 
By Various Groups

"Russian youth, under the present 
regime, know where they are gôtng, 
they know how to get to there, and 
they know why they are aiming at 
these goals," Dr. H. F. Ward, Emerl- 
tus Professor of Christian Ethics 
at Union Theological Senilnary In 
New York, "stated last night to a 
large audience In the Union Ball- 
room. The meeting sponsored by 
the S.C.M., the Student Labor Club 
the Student Christian Movement 
and the McGil Hillel Foundation, 
brought to this University an auth- 
ority on Russia and the author of 
several books analyzing thoroughly 
the principles of government in thai 
country. Dr. Ward has travelled and 
lectured extensively in the U.S.S.R.. 
India, China, Japan and on thb 
Continent. 

Or. Ward emphasized, that the 
Russian philosophy of success, par- 
ticularly among the younger gen- 
eration, is that their life work 
should be directly related to the 
total development, both material 
and cultural, of the area in which

What has happened to the Engin- 
eers?

It 
has been suggested that the mas- 
culine love of publicity has caused 
the Plumbers to hold all returns 
until the last minute. It has also 
been suggested by a number of 
Artsmen tiiat the response to the 
appeal In the Faculty of Engineer- 
ing may not have been too encour- 
aging. 

Be that as it may, initial returns 
from t^at faculty are awaited with 
interest. 

The other tenants of the Engin- 
eeering Building, the Architects, are 
still in the lead, having reached 
91.8% of their objective. The Grad- 
uate Nurses and Dentistry 1 have 
both well passed the 80% mark.

At Student Conference 

■ Presidents of the Engineering un- 
dergraduate societies of Canadian 
universities from coast to coast will 
meet in Montreal on February 6tb. 
This student conference is spon- 
sored by -The Engineering Insti- 
tute of Canada, which is holding 
its sixtieth annual meeting on the 
two days immediately following the 
student conference.' 

Eleven' Canadian Universities will 
send representatives to this confer- 
ence, and four of them, Toronto. 
Queens, U.N.B., and McGUl, will 
send an observer as well. Charles 
J. Fox, president ot the Engineering

The meeting will be held in the 
Mount Royal Hotel under the chair- 
manship of J. E. Armstrong,' Vice- 
President of the Engineering Insti- 
tute of Canada.

Silence ranged at 8.20 p.m. in the 
Union Ballroom last- night as' the 
Mock Parliament rose to its feet 
and Mr. Speaker, Professor Tuck, 
strode to his chair. He was, pro- 
ceeded and followed by two clerks. 
For the next two and a half hours 
this silence was "broken by a flood 
ot oratory, which was recorded, by 
the Canadian Broadcasting Cor- 
poration for future broadcasting. 

The second Mock Parliament was 
in session, with the Progressive 
Conservatives acting as the Gov- 
ernment and the Labor Progressive 
Party acting as Official Opposition. 
Liberals and C.C.F. formed the re- 
mainder of the opposition.

NA'nONAL FLAG DISCUSSED 
The Progressive Conservative* 
opened the session by tabling bills 
on such varied subjects as a na- 
tional flag, and the establishment 
ot a committee to investigate War 
Assets Corporation. The member 
for the Yukon demanded long un- 
derwear for all Eskimos and Daw- 
son students to provdie a market 
lor..World -War I army, underwear. 
The flag suggested was the Cana- 
dian ensign as used by the Merch- 
ant Marine. 

A question period followed these 
'bills and the government was at- 
tacked from all sides. 

LABOR CODE BILLED 
The Progressive Conservatives 
then entered a labor code which 
was approved in principle by the 
opposition parties but bitterly at- 
tacked on details. The officiai op- 
position, the LPP, as well as a^ 
tacking the provisions of the code, 
said that the Conservatives would 
not enforce the code and that II; 
contained a "Joker clause," in the 
section on the establishment ot an 
investigating board. They next 
claimed that the Progressive Con- 
servatives had backed Union Na- 
tionale men in the province of 
Quebec. 

LPP CLAIMS " c" 
A further question from the LPP 
was directed to the Minister of 
Labor. He was asked if It was the 
government's policy to use police 
in breaking strikes. The minister 
replied to the question, stating that 
police were used not ib break 
strikes but to enforce the law and 
that his government would con- 
tinue to use police in this way as 
long as it was in power. The Prime 
Minister categorically denied that 
Union Nationale men were sup- 
ported by the Progressive Con- 
servatives.

For tiie second time in less tlian liircc de 
cades professional sport has become tlio centre 
of a moral côntrovcrsy more serious tlian tiiat 
ever faced" by'any other other brnndi of enter- 
tainment. The report that a professional hoc- 
key player has been e.Npelled from tlic National 
Hockey League for gambling is certain to have 
serious repercussions on professional hockey in 
particular and on professional sport aa a whole. 

The role of sport has always been a large 
one in our national life and ils influence on the 
youth of Canada and the United States has been 
•profound. The first idols of the young boys of 
these countries are professional athletes of one 
sport or another, and the earliest ambitions of 
such normal, hcallliy youngsters arc to emulate 
such athletes. Therefore, it has become a primo 
interest of leaders of the community to sec that 
these idols do nothing which may have a deep 
effect on the outlook of impressionable boys. 

It is unfortunate that such action had to be 
necessary at a time when the N.H.L. has risen 
"in the estimation of sport fans for the excellent 
vjob it has done in maintaining morale during 
Ahe war years, and for the integral part it has 
. become of the normal order of things. Now that 
•^so drastic a step has been taken, we may once 
'ragain expect to hear the cry from a vociferous 
'l^minority that professional sport be banned on 
;^the ground that it is harmful to the public and 
^that it serves no useful purpose. 

Such an attitude of itself is negative and no 
;;morc proper than demanding the closure of a 
•-bank because an employee has been guilly of 
stealing public funds. Sport has served the pub 
lie too well and has been free from taint too 
long to have such a proposal seriously consid 
:ered. It is an unfortunate circumstance that 
betting has been connected with sport, even of 
. àn amateur variety. The fault that such pran 
tices arè allowed to continue lies as much with 
civic leaders as it does with those who control 
athletics. Â concerted drive by such civil lead 
ers on men who are known to take part in bet 
ting deals would do much to clearing up any 
shady, attitude which may be connected with 
athletic competitions. 

The original intention of sporting activities 
was to improve the minds and bodies of those 
who partook of them. Any person who hap par- 
ticipated in such activities will agree that they 
are bénéficiai morally and physically. That a 
m^n or woman may 90 enjoy a sport or rosy 
become so proficient at it that they desire to 
make it a means of livilihood doep not mean 
that they abandon all hope of continuing to 
gain these moral and physical benefits from the 
sport. Therefore, one individual ct^so shoiik 
not be misconti-ucd as indicating that all or even 
thàt many i)rofcssional athletes have become 
morally degenoralc. 

Professional sport has served us well in the 
past, and there, is no reason to expect that it 
will not do so in the future if we educate our

"The pco* 
pie of South America want demo, 
cracy," Dr. Sharp repeated time 
and again, "A ruling class is deter, 
mined to stop this . demand.;ij/rhe 
struggle is intenslfled'-becausc'^De. 
mocracy has just scored a great 
triumph," and the South American 
Fascists have to put up a demo- 
cratic facade to hide their activi- 
ties. 

Dr. Sharp outlined the geogra- 
phical structure of South America, 
and traced the political regime in 
Argentina and Brazil. An expert

I have arrived here in Montreal 
with two main purposes in mind: 
to publicise the Ycnoh system, and 
to organise a Yenoh group among 
the Intelligent members of the Fac- 
ulty and student bodies. In this 
short series of articles I do not pro* 
pose to discuss in any great detail 
the Theory of Yenohisnt, chiefly 
because there is no theory to Ye- 
nohism. Every aspect is a purely 
praclical one. 

Almost every problem on the 
globe today has a very simple, 
practical solution. Has no one else 
realized this? Roughly speaking, our 
main worries deal with unemploy» 
ment, oppressed minorities, lack of 
international cooperation, and in* 
sufficient housing. 

Yenoh alone proposes an answer 
to each. Unemployment? Find 
everyone a job. Oppressed minori- 
ties? Stop oppressing them and 
make them a majority. Lack of in- 
ternational cooperation? Shoot 
everyone that refuses internation- 
ally to cooperate (thus avoiding a 
split infinitive). 

Nothing could be easier. You sec 
how simple the science of Yenoh 
is? We first reduce a problem to 
its fundamental entireties, and ac- 
cept tho first solution that becomes 
evident. Any unfriendly personal- 
ity Involved in the question we 
liquidate. Any country or property 
involved In dispute wc appropriate. 
•Any money involved we confiscate. 

Unfortunately some of our more 
severe critics have labelled certain 
or our organization activities as 
"just plain silly". Our theory that 
"Revolution is the best policy" has 
been libelled as •'subversive". Right 
now, in fact, we are practically an 
tmdcrground society. The meaning 
of this is clear. A challenge exists 
to the prospective member. Does 
he seek cxctlement, intellectual dis 



cusslon, jail sentence, martyrdom? 
Service with the forces of Yenoh 
qualifies him for all four. .

In these matters, he has been tra- 
velling in South America for seven 
years, by plane, rail, bus, on water 
and on horseback. His book, "South 
America Unccnsorcd" was publish- 
ed last year. He has accompanied 
American statesmen to the major 
hemisphere conferences these past 
years, including the Chapultepcc 
Conference, where Argentina was 
admitted to the Pan-American 
Union. 

'•The war against Fascism is not 
yet won," stated Dr. Sharp. Argen- 
tina, the only South American coun- 
try favoured by natural resources, 
rich, proud, technically advanced, 
with a population of only 13,000,000, 
is hopelessly in the power of Feron. 
The Liberal opponents arc the peo- 
ple who formerly suppressed 
Labour. Since Peron, now, has won 
the sympathy o( the workmen, the 
elections will be a farce. Labour 
has been deluded. Peron controls 
the ballot boxes, and his represen 
tative sits with the U.N.O. 

Dr. Sharp was especially indig 
nant about Fascism in Brazil 
"Knowing my own friendly regard 
for Brazil as a whole, and my affcc 
lion for its lovable people" he 
writes -in his book, "I found this 
surveillance by police of the Vargas 
regime far harder to endure, than 
similar mistrust of my motives in 
Argentina." 

Time did not permit Dr. Sharp to 
discuss other South American coun' 
tries, although he did affirm thai 
Uruguay was tho most advanced, 
and very democratic. Colombia and 
Chile were democratic also, but the 
recent state of siege In tho latter, 
might lead to new, and unexpected 
developments. 

In an Introduction to the political 
part of his lecture. Dr. Sharp drew 
a comprehensive outline of the ge- 
ography of South America, em- 
phasizing its unknown poverty. The 
soli of that continent is very poor. 
In the Amazon Basin there is no 
soil,, only sand. The Jungle feeds 
on its own rotting vegetation. 

Great, unpassablc barriers cut the 
country. The Andes, 5,000 miles 
long, can be crossed only at a few 
mountain passes, the lowest of 
f Cottlinued ^on^Paffc , Four.;
